If the policy num- 
ber is not available, the full name 
of the veteran, service serial num- 
bers and complete address should 
be included so that positive Identi- 
fication can be made and the pro- 
per accounts credited.

Densely Populated

gin, occurred on a quiet Sunday 
night in on* of the most densely 
populated areas of the'city. Depu- 
ty Fire Chief George E. Htnk said 
it was "amatinc" that the death 
toll was not higher. 


The roofs of two ajdjoining three, 


•tory brick buildings were lifted1 
into the *lr, turned halfway around 
and dropped on the rear of the 
structures. Not a wall was stand- 
ing when fireirian arrived and 
flames licked at the pile of debris. 
Some wo persons ware routed 


authorities estimated SO families 
were sheltered for the night. 


The buildings housed the lunch- 


eonette and an adjoining jewelry 
store. The upper stories contained 
apartments.

WASHINGTON W—The senate 


today confirmed President Eisen- 
hower's appointment of Earl War- 
ren as chief justice of the United 
States. 


The senate's approval came on 


a voice vote with no audible 
"no's." 


There was little discussion. 
Sen. Knowland (R-Calif) gave the 


senate a brief resume of Warren's 
career and Sen. Kuche (R-Calif), 
praised the nominee. 


About 40 senators were present 


when Warren's nomination was 
confirmed. 


Warren, three times elected gov- 


ernor of California and the GOP 
vice presidential candidate in 1948, 
has been serving on the supreme 
court since last October under* a 
recess appointment' made while 
congress was in adjournment. 


Warren's nomination to succeed 


the late Fred M. Vinson was sub- 
mitted to the senate Jan. 11 but it 
was not until la,st Wednesday that 
the senate judiciary committee 
voted 12-3 to recommend confirma- 
tion.

Puerto Ricans 
OpenFireFrom 
House Gallery 


WASHINGTON, March 1 


—Cfl*)—A group of men and 
.a woman — shouting "Free 
Puerto Rico"—fired pistols 
from a house gallery at con- 
gress members today and hit 
at least five.

In milling confusion, the mem- 


bers first ducked, ran. then turned 
back to aid their Injured 
col- 


leagues. 


Spectators grappled 
with the 


pistol wielders in the gallery and 
police leaped after them. 


The lawmakers wounded were: 
Alvln M. Bentley (It-Mich). 
Ben F. Jensen (R-Iowa). 
Clifford Davis (D-Tenn). 
Kenneth A. Roberts (D-Ala). 
George H. Fallon (D-Md). 
Bentley was struck through the 


chest. He dropped to the house 
floor, apparently seriously injured. 


Jensen also was on the floor in 


a big pool of blood. 


Roberta was'carried out on * 


stretcher. 


Remains in Seat 


Davis, hit in the leg, remained 


in a seat, being treated by a 
nurse, after the -Wounded were re« 
moved to hospitals. 


Fallon also was reported to have 


been hit in the leg. 


Two men and the woman who 


wielded pistols we<e seized. 


One of the gunmen was grabbed 


by a door keeper when he attempt- 
ed to reload his gun. 


The shots were fired from auto- 


matic pistols as the men and 
woman shouted for freedom for 
Puerto Rico. They fired at random 
from a corner of the visitors' gal- 
lery while the house was debating 
a Mexican farm labor bill. 


As police seized the group and 


rushed them to police headquar- 
ters in downtown Washington, on* 
of the three tossed a Puerto Rican 
flag into the air. 


There were some differences of 


opinion as to whether others, in 
addition .to the two men and the 
woman, fired shots. 


"I am sure I saw four persons 


shooting," Rep. Louis E. Graham 
(R-Pa) told reporters. "The wom- 
an wai shooting into the ceiling 
but I am sure that three men were 
•hooting down into the chamber." 


Graham 
said Rep. 
Benjamin 


James (R-Pa) who was seated 
next to him exclaimed when the 
shooting began: 


"My God,'this is real." 
Rep. Judd (R-Minn) a former 


medical missionary, stripped off 
his coat and helped Dr. Miller ad- 
minister first aid to Bentley., 


The house adjourned at 2:43. 
Guards said four or five persons 


joined in the shooting and they had 
captured three. 


The woman identified herself to 


reporters as Lolita Lebron. 


"I want freedom for my coun- 
x 


try," she shouted. 


"My country is Puerto.,Rico." 
It was on Nov. 1, 1950, that two 


Puerto Rican revolutionists tried 
to shoot their way into Blair House 
—then the temporary White House 
—while President Truman 
was 


taking a nap. 


One of the Puerto Ricans was 


killed. 


The other was wounded, recov- 


ered and was sentenced to die in 
the electric chair but Truman com- 
muted the sentence to life impris- 
onment. 


A White House policeman was 


kHled in the assassination attempt.

Just a month ago an article ap 


peared in the various newspapers 
of Community Unit School District 
271, allegedly put out by certain 
"interested citizens." 
Intelligently 


interested citizens are what our 
country, our state and our schoo 
district desperately need, and we 
all like to believe that we are that 
kind of citizens. 


It is to be hoped that large num 


bers of us read last Fnday's Dixon 
Evening Telegraph, with its specia 
section devoted to the two beauti- 
ful new elementary schools thai 
Dixon has so proudly dedicated 
this week. To residents of District 
271, 
and especially parents of 


grade and high school pupils, the 
thought must occur, "Why can't we 
have adequate, modern schools, 
too?" 


The assessed valuation of the 


Dixon school district is practically 
the same as that of Distnct 271— 
between 45 and 50 million dollars. 
Dixon already had a bonded in 
debtedness before voting $1,600,000 
for these two schools, and they are 
now practically at the limit of their 
bonding power, with more schools 
even now needed 


In comparison, how fortunate 


District 271 is. It has no bonded 
indebtedness and its board of edu- 
cation has Kept operating costs as 
low as possible in view of made 
quite facilities and duplicating 
school systems The bond issue 
voted down in December was $700, 
000 below the 5 per cent limit, 
thereby assuring a good sale of the 
bonds at a high rate of interest, 
with consequent saving to the tax- 
payers. 


Are we, the land owners and 


operators, business men and worn 
en, parents and taxpayers of Dis 
trict 271 less interested in good 
schools than our neighbors of Dix- 
on? Why must small town and 
rural areas lag behind in educa- 
tional opportunities for their young 
people? Country women have the 
same home conveniences as their 
city sisters. Farmers drive as good 
car%, use the latest methods of 
agriculture, often sport a bigger 
bank roll than the city man. Then 
why hang on to the school facilities 
and cumculums that once did a 
good job in terms of a less com- 
plex civilization but are now inade- 
quate, inefficient and expensive? 


To any thinking person the pies- 


ent school controversy, with its ac- 
companiments of bitterness and 
pettiness, that has developed into 
the* present stalemate while young- 
sters go without decent schooling, 
must be a source of regret and 
shame. It need not remain so if 
voters will lay aside their emo- 
tions and use honest judgement in 
the election of directors x>n Apnl 
10 and in any building elections.

'New Look' of Military Still Lacks 


Small-War Formula 


It is not only fitting but vital that the so-called "new 


look" in American military planning be subjected to the most 
searching public discussion. The safety of the nation is at 
stake. The raising of sincere questions cannot be dismissed 
as "cheap politics." 


A lot of Democrats and some Republicans have posed 


questions about the "new look" and it must be said that most 
inquiries are in a far soberer vein than has characterized a 
great part of the political jousting in 1954 up to now. 


And yet, the basic question that is being asked tends to 


give the public a strongly misleading impression about the 
nature of the "new look" and its possible alternatives. 


The "new look" stresses the air arm as the principal 


element in our military policy. Planes equipped to deliver 
A-bombs and H-bombs would be our great offensive reliance. 
Emphasis on such a striking force would, at the same time, 
reduce (but not eliminate) our dependence on ground armies. 


DIXON EVENING TELEGRAPH 
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The basic question raised about this policy is : How does 


this prepare us to fight the little aggressions like those in 
Korea, Indo-China and Malaya? If a new "little aggression" 
develops, do we meet it by dropping the H-bpmb on Moscow ? 


Now, whether it is intention or not, there is implicit in 


this question the assumption that the "old look" somehow 
DID afford a successful answer to little aggressions. But 
did it? 


In Korea, we fought an action which ended in limited 


triumph. We stopped the Communists from conquering South 
Korea, and bit off a thin slice of North Korean soil. But we 
did not drive the Reds from all North Korea, nor destroy 
their armies, so that we might then unify Korea and produce 
a lasting settlement satisfactory to the free nations. 


In Indo-China, we have greatly assisted the French with 


materiel and money. We have enabled them to hang onto 
key strong points doggedly over a weary eight years, but 
we have not given them the punch they need to win. 
* 
* 
* 


In simple words, we have hacl a policy up to now which 


produces little better than military stalemate in the small 
wars fought on the outer fringes of the Communist tide. No 
fair-minded man may pretend that this is a "successful" pol- 
icy. It is merely better than a totally unsuccessful one which 
would lead to military defeat. 


So, while the "new look" lacks a method for dealing with 


small wars, so did the "old look." And those who raise the 
question ought to show they understand this. Certainly any- 
one should be free to discuss how to meet the small-war prob- 
lem; but there ought to be no implication that we have met 
it outstandingly in the past. 


We did not smash the Communists in Korea because we 


were not willing to pay the price in men, materiel and money 
that it would have cost. We have not pitched in harder in 
Indo-China for the same reason.

A Proper Diet 
Builds Blood 


When you give a blood donation 


or lose blood through a minor in- 
jury or surgery, your diet is a 
most important factor in bringing 
your blood back to normal. While 
it is well known that iron is im- 
portant in building and ^maintain- 
ing healthy blood, scientists have 
now found that protein is also 
very important, says Alice For- 
sythe, nutrition research special- 
ist at the University of Illinois. 


In a study of blood regeneration 


at the University of Nebraska, wo- 
men who had each donated a pint 
of blood were placed on three 
types of diets: low protein, aver- 
age protein and high protein. At 
the end of six weeks the only ones 
whose blood picture had returned 
to normal were the women on the 
high-protein diet. The typical daily 
diet for this group "included one 
quart of milk, one egg, two serv- 
ings of meat and one serving of 
cheese or legumes. 


Dr. Ruth M. Leverton, who con- 


ducted the Nebraska experiment, 
found that women on the low-pro- 
tein diet recovered quicker when 
they were given additional iron 
than did those on the average-pro- 
tein diet. However, when addition- 
al iron was given with the high- 
protein diet, it had no effect in 
speeding up blood regeneration. 


Even when you are in normal 


good health, nutritionists recom- 
mend ' including variety meats, 
such as liver, kidney or others, in 
your diet at least once a week, be- 
cause these food* are such excel- 
lent sources of both protein and 
iroiw .Fruits, especially peaches, 
apricots and prunes, are good 
blood builders because of the iron 
they contain.

Committee 
Votes to 
Gte Private 


Three Committee 
Members on Hand 
To Conduct Hearing 
WASHINGTON 


McCarthy (R-Wis) and his 
senate subcommittee hunting 
Reds in the army voted today 
to cite for contempt a private 
who McCarthy said refused to 
answer questions about al- 
leged Communist affiliations. 


The soldier was 25-year-old Dav- 


id Linfield of New York. Linfield's 
lawyer described him as a "poor 
schnook" caught in the middle of 
a battle between McCarthy and 
the Army. The attorney, Martin 
Friedman, said it was "a darned 
outrage." 


A Resumption 


Linfield was questioned behind 


closed doors. It was the first Bear- 
ing on what McCarthy calls Army 
"coddling of Communists" since 
McCarthy's sensational public row 
with Secretary of the Army Robert 
T. Stevens over alleged abuse of 
uniformed witnesses. 


By contrast with the sometimes 


one-man hearings of the past, there 
were three other committee mem- 
bers on hand in addition to Mc- 
Carthy. 


The group had announced thai 


th« winesses would be Pfc. Mar- 
vin Belsky, a doctor at the Army's 
Murphy General Hospital at Walt- 
ham, Mass., and Sid Rubenstein. 


As it developed, Belsky was not 


here today. Linfield, when outside 
the committee room, had been 


CALLS STEVENS 


WASHINGTON W — Secre- 


tary 'of the Army Steven* and 
Sen. McCarthy (R-Wis) finally 
will have that face to face 
meeting on the Issue of com- 
munism in the Army. 


McCarthy announced today 


that the man with whom he has 
been feuding hotly over the 
question of whether Army offi- 
cers have been abused will ap- 
pear before the Senate investi-

Monday. 


But at this point no television 


or radio hookups are planned, 
as they were for a once-sched- 
uled and then cancelled "show- 
down" between the senator and 
the secretary over treatment of 
Army witnesses. 


McCarthy said the meeting 


will be behind closed doors un 
less Stevens prefers otherwise, 


pointed out to reporters as Belsky 
and had refused to talk with them. 


In addition to McCarthy, com 


mittee members attending the sea 
sion were Sens. Mundt (R-SD), 
Potter (R-Mich) and McClellan 
(D-Ark). 


Given Assurances 


Potter said last week that Stev- 


ens • had been given assurances 
there would be no abuse of Army 
witnesses in the future. 


Over the weekend, a high ad- 


ministration source informed re 
porters that the White House had 
passed the word it hoped Repub- 
lican members would see to it that 
McCarthy was not left alone to 
question subcommittee witnesses, 
either in public or private. 


Mundt, just before going into the 


closed hearing, said there had 
been no such Whit* House request 
to him. 


He said he believes reports of 


such requests "are completely and 
totally wrong . . . either planted 
by someone irresponsible or cooked 
up by someone partially respon- 
sible." 


Question Leader* 


At the White House, meantime, 


congressional leaders were asked 
after their regular Monday morn- 
ing conference with the President 
whether they had discussed Mc- 
Carthy committee procedures. 


In reply, Sen. Knowland of Cal- 


ifornia, GOP floor leader, empha- 
sized that it was a matter for the 
Senate itself and declared it would 
be "entirely improper for the ex- 
ecutive branch of the government" 
to make any suggestions dealing 
with the operation of congressional 
committees. 


Knowland said' he did inform 


President Eisenhower of th* Sen- 
ate Republican Policy Commit- 
tee's decision to investigate the 
possibility of changes in Senate 
rults governing investigations.

Wild Tribesmen Attack

At Least 21 Killed When Spear- 
Waving Natives Protest Naguib 


KHARTOUM, Sudan W-Police 


Bullets beat off a wild attack on 
th* British 
governor 
general's 


home today by yelling Sudanese 
tribesmen brandishing 
s t e e l - 


tipped spears in a demonstration 
against visiting Egyptian Presi- 
dent Mohamed Naguib. 


At least 2i persons were report- 


ed killed, including the British po- 
lice commander, Col. H. S. Mc- 
Guigan, and six of his men. More 
than 100 persons were wounded, 30 
of. them critically. Authoritative 
sources reported the Sudanese po- 
lice chief, Brig. Martada El Mahdi, 
among the victims. 


The clash came after more than 


30,000 demonstrators agitating for 
'and against Naguib massed in the 
capital. Members of the pro-Inde- 
pendence Umma party, brandish- 
ing spears and shouting anti-Brit- 
ish and anti - Egyptian slogans, 
marched on the home of Gov. Gen. 
Sir Robert Howe, where Naguib 
was being entertained after his ar- 
rival by plane from Cairo.

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13 Inches of 
Snow Covers 
Northern Ohio

The heaviest snowfall of the win- 


ter dumped up to 13 inches on 
northern Ohio, and spread a thick, 
cold blanket over eastern Tennes- 
see. 


The snow was deepest in the 


Cleveland area, where schools 
closed, air passenger service was 
suspended, and bus transportation 
was snarled. 


The Tri-Cities a i r p o r t near

CAIRO. Egypt (.Tl—The Egyptian 


government strove to keep public 
order today following the leturn 
of ousted President Gen, Moharned 
Naguib as chief of slate and a 
new outbreak of mob violence. 


All government universities — 


past hotbeds of mob action— were 
ordered closed indefinitely after 
w i l d demonstrations Sunday, in 
which police wounded 12 rioters. 
One police officer also was hit by 
a shot from a student. 


The police opened fire as dis- 


orderly, slogan-shouting crowds of 
young people surged toward Re- 
publican Square from all over the 
city to cheer Naguib, their popu- 
lar hero. The display of force nip- 
ped the demonstration before it en- 
dangered the country's shaky mil- 
itary regime. 


Naguib Smiles 


Naguib, waving and smiling, ap- 


peared on a balcony at the presi- 
dential palace and appealed in an 
impromptu speech for "modera- 
tion and forgiveness." 


Facing the first antigovernment 


riots since the army overthrew 
ex-King Farouk 19 months ago, 
Naguib and the man who supplant- 
ed him briefly last week, Lt. Col. 
Gamal Abdel Nasser, patched up 
their differences enough to make 
a show of unity. The President 
sat Sunday in a Cabinet meeting 
beside his former deputy. Nasser 
now holds Naguib's other former 
posts of prime minister and .chair- 
man of the Revolution Council, the 
ruling body of 12 army s officers 
who planned and directed the coup 
against Farouk and tried to drop 
Naguib last week. 


Then the two visited wounded 


riot victims in a hospital. There 
demonstrators who had screamed 
against Nasser a few hours before 
the shooting kissed him. 


Attend Inauguration 


Naguib, accompanied by Guid- 


ance Minister Salah Salem and 
several aides and newspapermen, 
flew to Khartoum this morning to 
attend the inauguration of the first 
Sudanese Parliament later in the 
day. Salem was the President's 
most outspoken opponent during 
his three days out of office. 


Naguib's presence in Khartoum 


also provoked violence. Police 
fired on rival thousands of pro and 
anti-Egyptian 
Sudanese to dis- 


perse them, reportedly killing 19 
persons and wounding 100. 


A joint statement Sunday by the 


Cabinet and the Revolution Coun- 
cil' said, "Some vicious elements 
and opportunists tried^ to exploit 
this national jubilance over Na- 
guib's restoration in achieving 
their vicious aims." 


This obviously referred to the 


underground 
communists 
and 


members of the recently outlawed 
Moslem Brotherhood. Both groups 
took advantage of the confused 
situation to come out into the open 
and try to stir up violence.

Assali and his party were dom- 


inant in the regime of Al Sayet 
Shukri al Kuwatly, who was outsted 
from the presidency by a military 
coup hi 1946.

January 1936 but was ousted by 
the French three years later when 
they suspended the Syrian govern- 
ment.

WASHINGTON (Jt— John Foster 


Dulles, M last Friday, works like 
• man trying to keep two steps 
•head of a (ire. In his case, it's 
the Communist fire. 


He has been secretary of state 


just over a year. In that time he 
bas traveled 83,361 miles in pursuit 
of peace and American security, 
the equivalent of more than three 
times around the globe. 


He'* been all over Western Eu- 


rope—including Paris three times, 
London twice, Bonn twice—and to 
North Africa, the Middle East, as 
far west as Korea, as far east as 
India, and to New York five times. 


His routine is: Up by 7 a. m., 


home by 7 p.m., and to bed by 
midnight. His recreation is limited 
mostly to. reading detective stories, 
watching 
birds and swimming 


when he can. 


Bead* Newspapers 


He has a sharp sense of public 


relations, reads four or five papers 
a. day, has made national broad- 
casts several times, plus speeches 
before organizations. He's had 
more news conferences than any 
other Eisenhower cabinet member. 


At 8:15 a.m. he reaches the of- 


fice. At 9 he has a 15-minute con- 
ference with his undersecretary, 
Walter Bedell Smith. At 9:15 he 
has a staff conference* with Smith 
and his assistant secretaries. 


At 10, a couple of days a week, 


he goes to the White House for a 
cabinet meeting or a meeting of 
the national security council. Dur- 
ing the day he must receive foreign 
diplomats or anyone else of enough 
importance to need his ear. 


During his first year, the State 


department underwent its biggest 
•hakeup in 20 years. 


Must Meet Congress 


Besides being ultimately respon- 


sible for the handling of friends 
and foes everywhere, Dulles must 
deal with congress, many times 
personal appearances to ask for 
money for his department or to ex- 
plain or defend his handling of for- 
eign affairs. 


He takes work home with him. 


Sometimes on Saturday afternoons 
—he works at the office Saturday 
mornings—or on Sunday he has a 
stenographer come out to his house 
for dictation. 


He attends perhaps two diplo- 


matic dinners a week, besides hav- 
ing friends in for private dinners. 
And State department people and 
government 
officials 
sometimes 


visit him at home for uninterrupted 
conferences. 


Sunday he left for Caracas, for 


the Inter-American Conference and 
on April 26 is expected to go to 
Geneva for a conference with 
Britain, France> Russia and Com- 
munist China on Korea and Indo 
china.

The St Lawrence Seaway is going to be buit wholly in Canada. The age old arguments of the raflroads 


and coal interests, therefore, have no relevance now. The only issue before the House of Representatives 


is whether the United States-should acquire joint control over this vital waterway by placing 11 mites of 


canals and 3 locks on the south shore of the St. Lawrence River in northern New York, instead of letting 


Canada build all the works on the north shore in Canadian Territory.

Nehru Rejects 
American Aid 


Blasts U. S. Stand on 
Pakistan 'Neutrality' 


NEW DELHI, India <*— Prima 


Minister Nehru blisteringly reject- 
ed President Eiienhower'B offer of 
arms aid for India today and de- 
manded that American observers 
with the U. N. cease-fire team in 
disputed Kashmir be withdrawn. 


By riving military aid to Pakis- 


tan, Nehru told his cheering par- 
liament, the United States had in- 
tervened in the Indian-Pakistani 
fight over the Himalayan state and 
the American observers therefore 
"can no longer be regarded by us 
as neutrals." 


At the end of 1953, the United 


States had 14 officers with the 48- 
member U. N. military mission 
supervising the Kashmir truce. The 
U. S. air force also makes a C47 
transport and crew available when 
needed. 


Blasts Offer 


Eisenhower's offer. of American 


arms aid "has done less than jus- 
tice to us or to himself," the Pre- 
mier declared, continuing: 


"If we object to military aid be- 


ing given to Pakistan, we would be 
hypocrites and unprincipled oppor- 
tunists to accept it ourself." 


Announcing the aid to Pakistan 


last week, Eisenhower had said 
the United States would give 
"most sympathetic consideration" 
to any request from India for such 
help. In a 4etter to Nehru he also 
assured India that the United 
States would see to it that Pakistan 
used the arms from America for 
defense only. 


Nehru today made public his 


three-paragraph reply, thanking 
the U. S. President "for your per- 
sonal message" and saying his 
government would continue to fol- 
low its present policies "which are 
based on a desire for peace." 
India now buys her arms where 
she pleases and'does not accept 
direct arms aid from foreign gov- 
ernments. 


Other than this, however, the let- 


ter made no specific mention of 
the U. S. arms offer. 


The Premier's review in parlia- 


ment of the arms aid question was 
another matter, however. 


Cites Reports 


He cited press reports of con- 


gressional testimony by U. S. Asst. 
Secretary of State Walter Robert- 
son on Feb. 26, that "the United 
States must dominate Asia for an 
indefinite period and pose a mili- 
tary threat to Communist China 
until it disintegrates." 


Nehru said there had been "con- 


flicting reports" on exactly what 
Robertson testified. One version 
was that he said the United States 
must maintain its "posture of 
strength" in-Asia, rather than 
"dominate Asia." 


"Whatever the wording, the 


meaning is the same," Nehru said. 
"It is known that India's policy in 
regard to the people's government 
of China differs from that of the 
United States. Our two policies in 
this respect are wholly opposed to 
each other. But what is more im- 
portant is that a responsible officer 
in the United States should say 
that it is their policy that the 
United States must dominate Asia 
for an indefinite period."

nied any knowledge of the thefts. 
They said the second floor of the 
plumbing shop at 1827 N. 25th av., 
in suburban Melrose Park had 
been rented to a man they could 
not identify. FBI agents found the 
goods in the rented quarters. 


The property was stolen Feb. 8.

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8 Dead in 
Resort Fire; 
25 Injured 


GROSSINGER, N. Y.<*>—Anoth- 


er employe died today as a result 
of Sunday's fire in a staff resi- 
dence at widely known Grossinger 
Hotel and Country Club, making 
the death toll eight. Twenty-five 
workers were injured. 


Seven men and women wero 


killed in the early morning blaze. 
The eighth fatality was Mrs. Anna 
Rubenstein, 58, waitress, of Lib- 
erty, N. Y. She died in a hospital. 


Prompt action by fire fighters 


kept the blaze from spreading to 
other 
buildings at the resort, 


which had a weekend guest list of 
900. Among them is heavyweight 
boxing champion Rocky Marciano, 
who is in training. 


Most of the guests apparently 


slept through the early morning 
blaze, which took 45 minutes to 
get under control. 


Fire authorities, who were con- 


tinuing to investigate the cause of 
the blaze, estimated damage at 
$30,000. 


None of those injured was re- 


ported in serious condition today. 
Many were hurt jumping in their 
nightclothes from windows of the 
burning 2^4-story stucco-covered 
frame structure.

cist hoodlums threw rocks through 
our windows, narrowly missing 
our children and endangering their 
lives." 


The Queens denbst, whose hon- 


orable discharge from the Army 
as a major touched off the battle 


between McCarthy and Army of- 
ficials, also said: 


"Since my appearance before 


McCarthy, I have been accorded 
the reception typical of innocent 
victims hounded and abused by 
McCarthy. Letters have been sent 
to my home and office, all un- 
signed, most of which are over- 
flowing with . . . anti-Semitic 
epithets and quotes."

"This," he continued, "comes 


from the self-styled 100 per cent 
loyal Americans, the super pa* 
triots who in a true tradition of 
the storm troopers of Hitler crown* 
ed their efforts Saturday night 
with rocks thrown through the 
windows of my children's bed* 
room. 


"This is the terrorism that stems 


from McCarthyism. I am confident 
that this outrage violates the de- 
cent democratic feelings of my 
neighbors and other Queens resi- 
dents. Good Americans will not 
condone or tolerate such terror and 
lawlessness

we have every hope the dif- 


ficulties between Greta and Greg 
will soon be straightened out " 


It struck me as purely unselfish 


hope. Still, the clouds were gath- 
ering. 


The same month, Photoplay 


asked, "Trouble across the way'" 
There were hints of a foreign ro- 
mance, in Peck's life and Photo- 
play was facing up to them 
squarely. 


In May, Modem Screen asked, 


"Divorce ahead for the Pecks?" 


But in August, Modern Screen 


was reassuring. "Peck's a good 
boy now," it said. Still, two months 
later, Screenland's 
seismograph 


wasn't satisfied. "There is a new 
Gregory Peck, a worldly sophisti- 
cate," it said, "and reports are 
that he and Greta are finished 
with each other forever. . . ." 


Still A Dilemma 


I quickly nipped through the 


magazines to see if the dilemma 
had been resolved in some issue I 
missed. It hadn't although Screen- 
land was certain about "Gene's 
affair with Aly." It said, "There's 
no doubt Gene Tierney's flipped

next issue of the magazine hoping 
to find the answer. 
Instead, I
